Your RadioShack Deluxe Digital Tire Gauge 
gives you accurate tire pressure readings on 
its digitai display, its iliuminated tip heips you 
easiiy find a tire’s vaive stem in the dark. 

INSTALLING THE 
BATTERIES 

Your tire gauge comes with three 357A 
(LR44) button ceii batteries to power the 
headiight and backlight. For the best 
performance and longest life, we recommend 
RadioShack aikaiine batteries. Your tire 
gauge aiso comes with one Lithium CR2032 
button celi battery (which is not repiaceabie) 
to power the pressure gauge. 

Cautions: 

• Use oniy fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix oid and new batteries, 
different types of batteries (standard, 
aikaiine, or rechargeabie), or 
rechargeabie batteries of different 
capacities. 

1 . Use a Phiiiips screwdriver to remove the 
screw from the handie of the tire gauge. 

2. Piace three 357A batteries into the 
battery compartment by the poiarity 
symbois (+ and -) marked inside the 
compartment. 

3. Repiace the cover and tighten the screw. 

When the tire gauge stops operating 
properiy, replace the batteries. 

Warnings: 

• Dispose of oid batteries promptiy and 
properiy. Do not burn or bury them. 

• Keep button-ceii batteries away from 
chiidren. Swaiiowing a button-ceil battery 
can be fatal. 

USING THE TIRE GAUGE 

For the best results, check tire pressure 
when the vehicie has not been driven for 
severai hours. Tire manufacturers’ 
recommended pressure ratings are based on 
“cooi” tire temperatures. 

1 . if necessary, hold down the button on the 
side of tire gauge. The iiiuminated tip 


iights. Release the button when you no 
longer need the light. 

2. Aiign the tire gauge’s nozzie with the 
tire’s vaive stem and appiy enough force 
to engage the nozzie with the stem. 
Listen carefuiiy for any ieaks and press 
firmiy on the vaive stem to obtain a good 
seai. 

3. Fioid the tire gauge on the vaive stem 
untii a reading appears. Aii the digits on 
the dispiay appear, then the actuai 
pressure appears. 

4. Remove the tire gauge from the vaive 
stem and read the pressure. After about 
10 seconds, the dispiay automaticaiiy 
resets to zero, and the tire gauge is 
ready to measure pressure again. 

5. if no additionai readings are made, the 
unit automaticaiiy turns off after about 1 0 
seconds. 


TROUBLESHOOTING 


Problem 

Suggestion 

The display 
is blank. 

Make sure that the pressure seal 
between the tire gauge and the 
valve stem is free of leaks. 

The display 
reads L. 

The power in the lithium cell has 
reached the end of its useful life. 
The battery should provide power 
for about 30,000 readings. It 
cannot be replaced. 

The display 
reads 0.0. 

Recalibrate the gauge by 
pressing the nozzle over the tire’s 
valve stem. When a reading 
appears, remove the gauge from 
the valve stem. The gauge resets 
and automatically turns off. Re- 
check the air pressure in your 
tire. 

The unit 
displays an 
unusually 
high or low 
reading. 

Check for leaks in the system. 
Reset the tire gauge by taking a 
reading, then allowing the tire 
gauge to automatically shut off. 
Re-check the air pressure in your 
tire. 


CARE 

Keep the tire gauge dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediateiy. Use and store the tire gauge 
oniy in normai temperature environments. 
Handie the tire gauge carefuiiy; do not drop it. 
Keep the tire gauge away from dust and dirt, 
and wipe it with a damp cioth occasionaliy to 
keep it iooking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the tire gauge’s 
internai components can cause a malfunction 
and might invaiidate its warranty. If your tire 
gauge is not performing as it shouid, take it to 
your iocal RadioShack store for assistance.
